Selectmen’s  Report 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Dighton  - 

The  organization  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Overseers  of 
the  Poor  and  Board  of  Health  for  1908  was  perfected  by  the 
choice  of  Charles  S.  Chace,  Chairman  and  Secretary. 

Our  people  who  are  largely  engaged  in  agricultural 
pursuits  have  been  severely  affected  by  the  business  depress¬ 
ion  prevailing  the  past  year,  and  more  than  usual  it  has  been 
a  hardship  to  pay  the  taxes. 

Such  condition  ought  to  impress  on  our  voters  to  exercise 
great  care  in  making  the  appropriations  for  the  several 
departments  the  coming  year. 

The  matter  of  the  tax  rate  is  very  largely  in  the  hands  of 
the  people  in  a  Town  government,  no  official  has  any  right  to 
exceed  the  appropriation  unless  for  an  emergency. 

The  State  and  County  tax  has  increased,  but  the  State  has 
assumed  the  maintenance  of  the  insane,  costing  them  more 
than  the  extra  payment. 

Our  own  tax  rate  has  decreased  one  dollar  on  a  thousand 
and  we  have  made  a  material  decrease  in  the  town  debt,  and 
we  expect  a  further  decrease  next  year. 

It  is  a  fact  that  very  few  Towns  in  the  State  and  County 
can  show  a  decrease. 
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Received  from  the  Street  Railway  Tax,  $929.56  an  increase 
of  $109.09 — Corporation  Tax  $255.91  an  increase  of  $85.99 
Excise  Tax  $1,291.80  an  increase  of  $7.11— Bank  Tax  $646.80 
an  increase  of  $9.76. 

A  section  of  State  Highway  has  been  built  from  near  the 
Green  farm  to  the  residence  of  J.  P.  Ashley. 

We  expect  another  section  to  be  built  next  year,  as  the 
policy  of  the  commission  is  to  complete  thoroughfares  connec¬ 
ting  large  cities  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  have  particularly  noticed  a  section  of  road  graveled  by 
Commissioner  Briggs  in  March  in  the  mud,  which  made  a 
compact  and  nice  road,  demonstrating  that  most  of  the  money 
should  be  spent  early  in  the  Spring. 

STATE  AID. 

The  payments  for  State  Aid  is  as  follows:  Dec.  1907,  $91 ; 
Jan.  1908,  $91 ;  Feb.  $91  ;  March,  $87  ;  April,  $87  .  May, 
$87  ;  June,  $87;  July,  $87  ;  August,  $87  ;  Sept.  $87  ;  Oct. 
$91  ;  Nov.  $81. 

Two  recipients  have  died  during  the  year;  Eugene  F. 
Rose  and  Hodijah  Baylies.  Mr.  Baylies  in  his  last  sickness, 
in  addition  received  Soldiers'  Relief  amounting  to  $86. 

EIRE  PROTECTION. 

This  question  has  been  brought  before  our  people  by  the 
recent  fires  in  the  south  part  of  the  Town.  The  splendid 
demonstration  made  by  the  Anchor  Color  and  Gum  Works 
Co.’s  fire  apparatus  in  extinguishing  the  fire  on  Daniel  D. 
Andrews  premises  and  protecting  surrounding  property  has 
awakened  much  interest  favorable  to  securing,  by  the  Town, 
something  in  the  line. 

A  fire  district  might  be  formed,  but  if  adequate  protection 
was  secured  the  outlay  we  are  pursuaded  would  be  more  than 
the  tax  paying  of  the  district  would  feel  able  to  bear. 
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In  189T  a  water  company  was  chartered  by  the  Legislature 
to  furnish  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  Dighton  and  Somerset. 

The  large  increase  of  buildings  in  lower  Somerset  and  at 
North  Dighton,  and  the  prospects  in  South  Dighton,  calls  for 
some  such  enterprise,  and  it  is  regretable  that  causes 
developed  that  defeated  the  project.

We  regret  to  report  that  the  Town  Farm  is  as  usual  not 
able  to  meet  its  expenditures.  Such  conditions  have  existed 
for  years,  and  some  method  should  be  adopted  to  eliminate 
this  undesirable  element. 

The  loss  runs  from  one  to  four  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

It  seems  to  be  too  much  each  year  to  pay  to  prevent  the 
abuse  of  pauper  demands  which  might  occur  in  the  absence  of 
a  place  to  commit  such  applicants. 


Less  cash  paid  treasurer. 
Balance, 
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Then  at  any  time  we  are  liable  to  have  expensive  cases  that 
would  be  very  much  cheaper  to  handle  in  a  home  of  our  own. 
Therefore,  we  find  we  cannot  altogether  dispense  with  a 
Town  Asylum. 

We  feel  that  it  would  be  wise  for  several  Towns  to  join  in 
forming  a  pauper  district,  and  thereby  maintain  a  home  very 
much  cheaper  and  with  better  facilities  to  accomplish  the 
purposes  for  which  institutions  are  established. 

With  such  an  end  in  view  we  have  communicated  with  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  Town  of  Berkley,  and  find  that 
they  consider  it  a  wise  proposition,  and  are  to  bring  this 
matter  before  their  people  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

We  have  also  decided  to  put  articles  in  the  next  annual 
Town  Meeting  warrant,  so  that  the  Town  may  have  a  chance 
to  determine  the  best  course  to  pursue. 

Fortunately  our  interests  are  such  that  we  can  combine 
another  source  of  expense  to  both  Towns  with  our  Pauper 
Department  at  a  great  saving. 

We  refer  to  the  care  of  Berkley  and  Dighton  Draw  Bridge. 

We  propose  to  sell  our  Town  Farm  and  join  with  the 
Town  of  Berkley  in  securing  a  small  but  adequate  place  near 
the  bridge  as  a  Town  Home,  and  the  Superintendent  attend 
to  the  bridge. 

A  suitable  place,  we  are  advised  can  be  secured  at  a 
moderate  outlay.

Herbert  A.  Briggs,  Charles  S.  Chase  and  John  W.  Earle 
were  chosen  a  committee  to  investigate  and  report  as  to  the 
advisability  and  proper  method  of  building  some  macadam 
road  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Highway  Commission. 

Voted  that  the  compensation  for  labor  on  the  Highway  be 
for  a  man  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  for  nine  hours 
work,  for  other  labor  same  as  last  year  which  was,  for  a  horse 
12  1-2  cents  per  hour,  for  cart  2  1-2  cents  per  hour,  for  horse 
and  cart  15  cents  per  hour  or  $1.50  for  ten  hours,  for  yoke  of 
oxen  and  cart  20  cents  per  hour  or  $2.00  for  ten  hours,  for 
double  team  of  horses  $2.75  per  day  or  $1.25  for  each  horse, 
for  shoveling  snow  20  cents  per  hour. 

The  committee  on  the  expenditure  of  money  on  macadam 
roads  reported  by  reading  an  opinion  from  two  of  the  leading 
attorneys  of  Taunton  that  the  town  was  not  liable  for  the 
amount  expended  in  excess  of  $10,000.  These  opinions  are 
now  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  seven  hundred  and  twenty 
four  and  y1^  dollars  to  reimburse  the  committe  on  macadam 
roads  for  amounts  which  they  had  paid  out  in  excess  of  the 
appropriation  of  $10,000. 

The  reports  of  the  Town  Officers  were  accepted  with  the 
exception  of  the  Road  Commissioner’s  Report. 

Voted  the  compensation  of  the  Tax  Callector  be  1  %  of  all 
legally  assessed  taxes. 
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Voted  the  compensation  of  the  Treasurer  be  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Voted  that  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  a  temporary  loan 
to  and  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Dighton  in  anticipation  of 
the  taxes  for  the  present  municipal  year  the  Town  Treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  borrow  from  time  to  time 
with  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen,  a  sum  or 
sums  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  eight  thousand  dollars, 
and  to  execute  and  deliver  the  note  or  notes  of  the  Town 
therefor  payable  within  one  year  from  the  time  the  loan  is 
made.  Any  debts  incurred  by  a  loan  or  loans  to  the  Town  un¬ 
der  this  vote  shall  be  paid  from  the  said  taxes  of  the  present 
municipal  year. 

(It  was  voted  at  a  later  meeting  to  increase  this  amount  to 
ten  thousand  dollars.) 

Voted  to  instruct  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  to  hire  a 
Town  Physician  and  a  Supt.  of  Almshouse  for  the  year  suc¬ 
ceeding  their  term  of  office. 

Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  560,  Sec.  36T  of 
the  Acts  of  1907  to  take  effect  at  the  annual  Town  meeting 
in  March  1909,  which  is  to  choose  one  Selectman  for  3  years, 
one  for  2  years,  and  one  for  1  year,  every  year  after  1909  to 
choose  one  Selectman  for  3  years. 

Voted  that  the  Town  Officers  be  required  to  furnish  bonds 
from  some  bond  company  allowed  to  do  business  in  the  Com¬ 
monwealth,  and  that  the  Town  pay  for  said  bonds.

Voted  to  empower  and  authorize  the  Selectman  to  execute 
a  bond  to  indemnify  the  Commonwealth  against  damage  by 
the  taking  of  land  or  change  of  grade  by  building  a  state 
highway  on  Somerset  Ave. 

Voted  that  this  vote  shall  apply  to  the  building  of  state 
highway  this  year  only. 

The  Southern  Mass.  Telephone  Co.  were  authorized  to 
erect  poles  and  wires  on  Summer  St.,  from  School  St.  to  the 
Taunton  line,  School  St.  from  Lincoln  Ave.  to  Summer  St. 

Permission  was  granted  the  Mt.  Hope  Finishing  Co.  to  lay 
water  pipes  from  the  corner  of  Mt.  Hope  Lane  on  Spring  St. 
westerly  to  Summer  St. 

The  Annual  State  and  National  election  was  held  Tuesday 
Nov.  3,  1908.

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Superintendent’s  Report. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Dighton  ; 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  my  predecessors,  I  am 
presenting  at  this  time  the  annual  report  of  the  superintendent 
of  schools.  As  my  work  covers  a  period  of  but  four  months 
my  report  naturally  cannot  deal  with  conditions  for  a  full 
year,  except  in  the  matter  of  statistics.  I  have  endeavored  in 
this  time  by  a  careful  inspection  of  your  schools  to  become  as 
familiar  as  possible  with  local  conditions  and  needs  and  will 
endeavor  in  this  report  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  of  what 
I  consider  the  most  important  matters  in  connection  with  the 
administration  of  the  school  system. 

The  schools  of  Dighton,  as  a  wdiole,  compare  favorably  in  my 
opinion  with  the  schools  of  other  towns  of  the  same  size, 
the  money  furnished  by  the  taxpayers  is  being  enconomically 
and  carefully  expended,  the  teachers  are  earnest  and  faithful 
and  excellent  opportunities  are  being  offered  the  children  of 
the  town  to  secure  both  an  elementary  and  high  school  edu¬ 
cation.  But  we  must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  an  important 
advancement  in  educational  work  is  being  made  throughout 
the  whole  state  and  that  it  is  our  duty  to  see  that  our  schools 
keep  pace  with  all  true  progress,  as  far  as  the  means  at  our 
command  will  allow. 
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ENROLLMENT. 

The  average  membership  in  all  the  schools  for  the  year 
ending  in  June  1906  was  309  ;  June  1907,  314  ;  and  June  1908, 
325.  These  figures  show  an  increase  of  but  sixteen  in  two 
years  and  one  would  naturally  draw  the  conclusion  that  our 
present  school  facilities  are  ample  ;  but  the  number  of  pupils  in 
the  outside  schools  is  decreasing  while  the  number  in  the 
North  and  South  schools  is  rapidly  increasing,  noticeably  in 
the  North  Primary  and  in  all  the  rooms  in  the  South  school. 
If  this  tendency  continues  it  will  soon  necessitate  a  readjust¬ 
ment  of  school  forces,  with  possibly  an  addition  to  the  South 
school. 

ATTENDANCE  AND  TARDINESS. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  year  ending  in  June 
1906  was  93.4;  June  1907,  92.3;  and  in  June  1908,  91.2.  The 
average  number  of  tardinesses  for  the  same  three  years  has 
been  as  follows:  1906,  2.7 ;  1907,  3.7  ;  1908,  3.8.  Although 
these  are  not  particularly  low  percentages,  I  think  the  local 
conditions  are  such  that  the  decrease  in  percentage  of  attend¬ 
ance  and  increase  in  tardiness  are  not  necessary.  The  attend¬ 
ance  laws  are  adequate  and  we  should  secure  better  results. 
It  will  be  my  constant  aim  by  a  close  oversight  in  this  matter 
to  secure  more  favorable  results  in  the  future. 

AGE  AND  SCHOOLING  CERTIFICATES. 

During  the  calendar  year  eight  certificates  have  been  given 
to  children  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  who  have 
completed  not  less  than  the  work  of  the  third  grade.  As  some 
parents  do  not  seem  to  know  what  is  required  to  secure  a 
certificate,  perhaps  it  would  be  well  to  here  state  that  the  law 
does  not  allow  certificates  to  be  granted  except  under  the 
following  conditions : 
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(1)  The  child  must  have  reached  his  fourteenth  birthday 
and  be  able  to  read  and  write  sufficiently  to  take  up  the  work 
of  the  fourth  grade. 

(2)  An  employment  ticket  must  be  presented  properly 
tilled  out  by  the  person  or  firm  intending  to  employ  the  child. 
Blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

(3)  A  certificate  showing  the  child  to  be  fourteen  must 
be  secured  from  the  records  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  he 
was  born,  or  from  the  records  of  the  church  in  which  he  was 
baptized. 

(4)  The  child  and  the  parent  or  guardian  both  must  ap¬ 
pear  before  the  one  granting  the  certificate,  the  child  to  be 
examined  and  measured  and  the  parent  or  guardian  to  take 
oath  to  the  facts  stated  in  the  certificate. 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Besides  the  ordinary  repairs  that  are  made  of  necessity  on 
all  school  buildings  each  year,  during  the  past  year  the  Brick, 
Broad  Cove,  Fish,  Flat  Rock,  Segreganset  and  Williams 
school  houses  have  been  overhauled,  painted  and  repaired  ; 
the  improved  appearance  of  these  buildings  is  a  source  of 
gratification  to  us  all.  As  we  all  know,  when  work  of  this 
kind  is  undertaken,  there  are  many  repairs  that  must  be  done 
which  could  not  possibly  have  been  foreseen.  The  repair 
account  has  consequently  been  slightly  overdrawn  but  it  was 
the  part  of  true  economy  to  make  these  repairs  this  year 
rather  than  wait  until  some  time  in  the  future  when  the  ex¬ 
pense  would  be  materially  greater.  New  blackboards  have  been 
put  into  the  Broad  Cove,  Flat  Rock  and  Williams  schools. 
They  were  much  needed  and  will  give  an  opportunity  for 
better  school  work. 
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In  my  opinion  the  greatest  need  in  all  the  buildings  at  the 
present  time  is  that  of  new  seats  for  the  school  children. 
When  we  compel  the  attendance  of  children  at  school  for  five 
and  one-half  hours  each  day,  it  is  our  duty  to  make  the  con¬ 
ditions  under  which  they  do  their  school  work  as  favorable  as 
possible.  Many  of  the  cases  of  round  shoulders,  crooked 
spines  and  defective  eyesight  are  undoubtedly  due  to  unsuit¬ 
able  seats  and  desks.  It  is  unfortunate  that  Dighton  has  not 
one  modern  desk  in  any  of  its  schoolhouses  or  one  capable  of 
any  adjustment  whatever.  We  are  behind  the  other  towns  in 
this  respect  and  I  do  not  see  how  this  matter  can  longer  be 
delayed.  Every  schoolhouse  in  town  should  be  reseated.  If 
it  cannot  be  done  at  one  time,  at  least  a  part  can  be  done  each 
year;  but  I  doubt  if  there  is  a  parent  in  town  who  would  con¬ 
sent  to  have  the  school  where  his  own  child  attends  the  last 
one  on  the  list  to  be  reseated.  Investigations  have  clearly 
shown  that  there  is  a  close  relation  between  certain  physical 
deformities  and  wrong  habits  of  sitting  occasioned  by  seats 
of  an  improper  nature.  The  attention  of  your  Committee 
and  the  citizens  of  the  town  is  respectfully  called  to  this  im¬ 
portant  matter. 

HEALTH  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

Since  the  last  report  the  law  limiting  the  amount  paid  for 
medical  inspection  to  the  amount  specially  appointed  for  this 
purpose  in  town  meeting  has  been  repealed.  The  law  still 
requires  medical  inspection  but  allows  the  committee  to  fix 
the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  same  from  the  regular  school 
funds. 

The  agreement  entered  into  between  the  committee  and 
Dr.  Joseph  B.  Sayles,  medical  inspector,  provides  for  a  yearly 
inspection  in  accordance  with  the  statute,  a  brief  inspection 
of  the  school  children  and  buildings  once  each  term,  and  an 
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inspection  of  any  cases  specially  referred  to  him.  By  this 
arrangement  we  have  been  enabled  to  have  many  special 
cases  investigated  without  extra  expense  to  the  town  and  I 
think  the  arrangement  is  well  worth  continuing.

In  all  cases  a  notice  has  been  sent  to  the  parent  or  guardian 
recommending  medical  attention  and  those  marked  with  a 
star  have  been  excluded  from  school  in  accordance  with  law 
until  the  condition  was  remedied. 

The  medical  inspector  recommends  that  the  school  houses 
be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  fumigated  once  during  the  winter 
months  when  contagious  diseases  are  most  prevalent. 

We  have  been  annoyed  by  a  large  number  of  cases  of 
Pediculosis  or  Head  Lice.  These  have  been  promptly  exclu¬ 
ded  until  the  heads  were  clean.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  most 
parents  seem  very  glad  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers  in  this 
matter,  and  we  have  met  with  determined  resistance  in  but 
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one  case.  It  is  not  just  to  compel  pupils  to  attend  school 
where  head  lice  are  common  and  expose  them  to  contagion  of 
this  sort.  I  would  recommend  a  strict  enforcement  of  the 
law  in  regard  to  this  matrer. 

I  wish  to  especially  recommend  individual  drinking  cups 
and  a  closed  tank  instead  of  the  open  water  pail.  The  day  of 
the  common  dipper  should  be  past.  It  is  a  menace  to  health. 
We  have  a  very  few  covered  pails  already  and  children  are 
permitted  to  bring  their  own  cups.  I  think  we  should  go 
farther  than  this  by  furnishing  individual  cups  and  closed 
tanks  with  faucets,  and  require  the  tanks  to  be  frequently 
cleaned  with  boiling  water. 

The  medical  examination  of  the  children  is  a  matter  of 

✓ 

great  importance  to  parents.  It  calls  their  attention  to  weak¬ 
nesses  and  diseases  in  their  early  stages  while  there  is  a 
chance  for  recovery.  The  greatest  good  cannot  result, 
however,  without  the  most  hearty  co-operation  between 
parents  and  schools  in  this  matter ;  for  it  is  in  the  home  that 
disease  and  weakness  must  be  conquered. 

The  following  statement  as  to  the  “Character  and  Degree 
of  Medical  Inspection”  is  printed  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

“From  what  has  been  said  it  will  be  clear  that  the  fundamental 
principle  of  section  13  of  the  new  act  is  the  medical  examination 
and  supervision  not  only  of  children  known,  or  suspected,  to  be 
weakly  or  ailing,  but  of  all  children  in  the  elementary  schools, 
with  a  view  to  adapting  and  modifying  the  system  of  education  to 
the  needs  and  capacities  of  the  child,  securing  the  early  detection 
of  unsuspected  defects,  checking  incipient  maladies  at  their  onset, 
and  furnishing  the  facts  which  will  guide  education  authorities  in 
relation  to  physical  and  mental  development  during  school  life. 
It  is  evident  that — although  this  work  involves  (a)  medical 
inspection  of  school  children  at  regular  intervals,  ( b )  the  oversight 
of  the  sanitation  of  the  school  buildings,  and  (c)  the  prevention, 
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a«  far  as  may  be,  of  the  spread  of  infectious  and  contagious 
diseases,  including  skin  diseases — action  in  these  three  directions 
will  be  incomplete  unless  (d)  the  personal  and  home  life  of  the 
child  are  also  brought  under  systematic  supervision.  The  home 
is  the  point  at  which  health  must  be  controlled  ultimately. 

The  character  and  degree  of  medical  inspection  will  depend  on 
the  standpoint  from  which  the  subject  is  viewed,  the  difficulty 
being  of  course  to  attain  a  due  sense  of  proportion  and  uniformity, 
particularly  as  to  fundamental  points.  Valuable  to  science 
though  the  findings  of  a  more  thorough  and  elaborate  medical 
examination  might  be,  it  is  the  broad,  simple  necessities  of  a 
healthy  life  which  must  be  kept  in  view.  It  cannot  be  doubted 
that  a  large  proportion  of  the  common  diseases  and  physical 
unfitness  in  this  country  can  be  substantially  diminished  by 
effective  public  health  administration,  combined  with  the  teaching 
of  hygiene,  and  a  realization  by  teachers,  parents  and  children  of 
its  vital  importance.  The  spread  of  communicable  disease  must 
be  checked;  children’s  heads  and  bodies  must  be  kept  clean  ;  the 
commoner  and  more  obvious  physical  defects,  at  least,  must  be 
relieved,  remedied  or  prevented ;  schoolrooms  must  be  maintained 
in  cleanly  condition,  and  they  must  be  properly  lighted,  well 
ventilated,  and  not  overcrowded;  the  training  of  the  mental 
faculties  must  not  be  divorced  from  physical  culture  and  personal 
hygiene.  It  is  these  primary  requirements  which  must  first  receive 
attention.” 

The  following  is  the  record  of  the  sight  and  hearing  tests 
conducted  by  the  teachers  in  accordance  with  the  statute. 
The  notices  sent  to  parents  have  resulted  in  several  children 
being  taken  to  specialists  for  treatment  while  without  the 
tests  the  cases  might  not  have  been  discovered  for  some  time. 
It  also  enables  the  teacher  to  seat  her  children  and  plan  the 
blackboard  work  with  due  regard  to  these  defects,  thereby 
increasing  the  opportunity  of  the  child,  though  handicapped, 
to  keep  up  with  those  of  his  grade.

DRAWING  AND  MUSIC. 

The  work  in  these  departments  has  been  satisfactorily 
carried  on  under  the  able  direction  of  Miss  Taylor  and  Miss 
Cook.  Those  who  visit  the  schools  cannot  help  noticing  the 
interest  and  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  pupils  in  this  work. 
Besides  the  direct  knowledge  gained  it  inspires  better  work  in 
all  lines.  For  a  detailed  account  I  would  refer  you  to  the 
special  reports  by  the  supervisors  of  these  subjects. 

TEACHERS. 

During  the  calendar  year  just  closed  there  have  been  twelve 
changes  in  the  teaching  force,  this  averages  one  change  for 
each  school  in  own.  I  think  any  casual  observer  will  agree 
with  me  when  I  say  that  these  frequent  changes  in  the  teach¬ 
ing  force  are  not  for  the  best  interests  of  our  schools.  When 
we  ask  how  this  condition  may  be  remedied,  we  are  immedia¬ 
tely  brought  to  the  subject  of  salaries.  About  a  month  ago 
one  of  our  teachers  who  was  receiving  nine  dollars  per  week 
was  offered  forty-five  dollars  per  month  by  a  town  whos  e 
population  is  but  912  and  valuation  $639,927.  The  present 
tendency  of  having  fewer  schools  with  better  equipment  and 
higher  salaried  teachers  enables  some  of  the  smaller  towns 
easily  to  exceed  the  salaries  paid  in  our  rural  schools. 
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Eight  states  have  recently  passed  laws  relating  to  the  mini¬ 
mum  salaries  of  public  school  teachers  and  it  has  been  sug¬ 
gested,  at  least,  that  Massachusetts  make  the  minimum  salary 
by  law  ten  dollars.  It  might  be  well  for  this  town  to  take 
this  step  at  once  and  establish  a  minimum  rate  of  ten  dollars 
per  week  and  require  the  teacher  to  be  a  normal  graduate  or 
its  equivalent.  The  salary  of  the  teacher  is  not  commen¬ 
surate  with  that  of  other  occupations.  The  increased  living 
expenses  and  the  increased  demands  upon  the  teacher  neccesi- 
tate  increased  salaries.  The  natural  law  of  supply  and 
demand  is  making  it  harder  each  year  to  secure  good  teachers 
at  the  salaries  paid.  If  we  are  to  advance  the  standard  of 
teaching,  salaries  must  advance  ;  for  upon  the  teacher  more 
than  any  other  person  in  the  school  system  depends  the 
character  of  the  school.  I  believe  that  the  teachers  are  doing 
their  work  faithfully  and  intelligently  and  that  the  character  of 
the  work  is  improving.  We  must  not  forget,  however,  that  the 
teacher  has  claims  on  the  community  as  well  as  the  community 
on  the  teacher.  Parents  should  visit  school,  become  familiar 
with  what  is  being  done  in  the  school  room,  and  take  an 
active  interest  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  school  life  of  their 
children.  The  attitude  of  parents  toward  the  school  is  always 
reflected  in  the  schoolroom.  Only  by  the  heartiest  co-opera¬ 
tion  between  parents  and  schools  can  the  best  results  be 
obtained. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  high  school  in  1906  was 
24;  1907,  31  ;  and  1908,  36.  The  actual  cost  to  the  town 
for  the  past  year  was  #2021.  The  number  of  pupils  next 
year  will  probably  be  about  the  same  but  the  city  of  Taunton 
has  advanced  the  price  of  tuition  ten  dollars  per  pupil  so  that 
the  cost  next  year  will  probably  exceed  the  cost  for  the 
present  year.  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  notice  from  the  State 
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Board  of  Education  to  the  effect  that  it  is  not  reasonable  to 
expect  towns  to  pay  the  tuition  of  pupils  who  are  wasting 
their  time  in  high  school.  After  investigating  the  standing 
of  pupils  from  this  town,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  reports 
of  their  work  are  in  most  cases  favorable. 

The  time  will  probably  come  when  it  will  be  a  matter  of 
economy  to  maintain  a  good  high  school  for,  at  least,  a  part 
of  the  course ;  but  under  existing  conditions  I  do  not  see 
how  it  can  be  done  at  present. 

SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

One  serious  problem  we  are  facing  is  the  overcrowded  con¬ 
dition  in  the  North  Primary  and  all  the  rooms  in  the  South 
school.  If  present  conditions  and  tendencies  continue,  it  will 
soon  be  necessary  to  build  an  addition  to  the  South  building, 
making  another  room.  This  would  give  each  teacher  about 
two  instead  of  three  grades  and  greatly  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  work  that  could  be  done.  As  a  great  many  of  the 
pupils  at  the  Flat  Rock  school  live  practically  the  same  dis¬ 
tance  from  the  South  school  as  from  their  own  school,  it  may 
be  possible  to  combine  these  schools  after  an  addition  is  built 
and  thus  save  the  expense  of  running  an  additional  school. 
This  means  transportation  for  some  of  the  Flat  Rock  pupils, 
and  I  realize  that  parents  complain  under  this  plan  and  justly 
complain  unless  special  care  is  taken  to  see  that  they  are  car¬ 
ried  by  a  competent  person  with  proper  conveyance,  well  pro¬ 
tected  from  the  weather.  Would  not  a  thoughtful  parent, 
however,  consider  it  a  greater  advantage  to  live  two  miles 
from  such  a  graded  school  as  the  South  school  could  be  made 
under  this  plan  than  to  live  one  half  mile  from  an  ungraded 
rural  school?  This  question  will  have  to  be  solved  by  your 
Committee  in  the  near  future. 
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SHORTER  SESSIONS  FOR  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  some  places 
the  children  of  the  first  and  second  grades  are  allowed  to  at¬ 
tend  school  but  one-half  day  instead  of  the  whole  school  day. 
It  is  the  universal  opinion  of  school  authorities  and  parents  in 
these  cities  and  towns  that  the  education  of  these  children  has 
not  suffered  thereby  ;  and  that  they  are  just  as  well  prepared 
to  take  up  the  work  of  the  third  grade.  Some  of  the  argu¬ 
ments  in  favor  of  this  plan  are  that  it  allows  more  time  for 
free  spontaneous  play  in  the  open  air  and  sunshine,  and  that 
it  saves  much  time  spent  in  supervising  restless  children,  when 
the  proper  place  for  them  is  at  home  and  at  play  in  the  sand 
pile.  It  enables  the  teacher  to  do  much  better  work  with 
them  while  they  are  in  school  and  gives  her  the  extra  time  in 
the  afternoon  that  is  so  much  needed  for  the  older  pupils.  I 
think  this  plan  is  worthy  serious  consideration.  The  chief 
objection  to  it  seems  to  come  from  those  parents  who  desire 
their  children  taken  care  of  for  the  greatest  possible  number 
of  hours  each  day.  The  physical  development  of  the  child  at 
this  period  of  life  is  especially  important,  and  the  school  room 
and  its  environment  for  five  and  one-half  hours  each  day  is 
not  a  good  place  for  this  development  for  the  average  child  of 
five  and  six  years  of  age. 

teachers’  meetings. 

Teachers*  meetings  have  been  held  once  each  term  during 
the  past  year  and  different  subjects  of  school  administration 
studied  and  discussed. 

A  district  meeting  was  held  in  Berkley  in  February.  A 
copy  of  the  program  will  be  found  in  this  report. 

Plans  are  underway  for  a  district  meeting  in  Dighton  in 
February  this  year.  An  interesting  program  is  being  pre¬ 
pared  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  parents  will  attend  in  large 
numbers. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The  general  tone  of  our  schools  is  excellent  and  it  is  a 
matter  for  congratulation  that  the  local  sentiment  is  so  favor¬ 
able  towards  having  good  schools  and  that  the-  citizens  of 
Dighton  are  desirous  of  having  whatever  is  for  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  educational  system  as  a  whole.  With  this  senti¬ 
ment  behind  us  we  should  be  able  to  push  forward  to  things 
more  advanced  and  step  by  step  improve  the  character  and 
scope  of  our  schools. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  many 
kindnesses  and  courtesies  of  your  Committee.

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Report  of  the  Supervisor  of  Drawing. 


Mr.  J.  C.  Davis ,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir : 

The  work  in  drawing  is  progressing  well,  some  of  the 
schools  showing  marked  improvement  over  last  year.  The 
results  are  always  better  where  the  subject  is  put  on  the  same 
basis  as  other  studies,  and  a  drawing  is  not  Mccepted  until  it 
is  done  as  well  as  it  is  possible  for  the  child  to  do  it.  Some 
of  the  teachers  are  beginning  to  realize  this. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  general  plan  of  work 
during  the  past  year.  Less  time  has  been  given  to  manual 
work  as  it  does  not  seem  best  to  give  up  the  drawing  for  so 
long  a  time  as  was  done  last  year.  The  industrial  work  is 
very  important  and  should  have  its  full  share  of  time,  the 
drawing  time,  however,  cannot  be  cut  short  and  still  obtain 
the  desired  results.  Therefore,  this  year,  only  one  article  was 
made  in  each  grade  as  an  application  of  the  work  in  construc¬ 
tive  drawing  and  design.  These  involved  work  in  cardboard, 
paper  and  brass.  The  lower  grades  made  calendars  and 
match-strikers ;  the  middle  grades,  boxes  and  calendars  made 
of  card  or  brass  on  which  the  design  was  stamped  with  a 
nail  and  hammer;  the  upper  grades  made  writing  folios  of 
card  board  covered  with  paper  and  book-binder’s  linen,  and 
blotter  pads  of  card  board  and  paper  with  brass  corners. 
These  objects  when  completed  are  useful  and  of  real  value 
and  involve  considerable  thought  in  the  designing  and 
planning,  accurate  measuring  and  drawing,  and  careful 
workmanship. 

Last  year  much  more  was  done  in  this  line,  over  two 
months  being  given  to  it,  and  then  a  sale  was  held  with  a 
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simple  entertainment  given  by  the  children.  The  hall  was 
crowded  and  about  sixty  dollars  was  raised  which  the  school 
board  kindly  allowed  us  to  use  to  buy  pictures  to  further 
decorate  the  walls  of  the  school  rooms.  Now  it  would  be 
hard  to  find  a  town  of  this  size  where  the  schools  have  more 
or  better  pictures,  every  room  having  upon  its  walls  several 
good  reproductions  of  paintings  famous  in  the  world  of  art. 
This  must  exert  a  good  influence  over  the  lives  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  who  spend  so  many  hours  in  the  school  room. 

The  nature  drawing  is  carried  on  as  before,  either  pencil, 
crayon  or  paint  being  used,  whichever  is  most  suitable  for  the 
specimen  to  be  represented.  In  the  spring  the  plant  forms 
were  used  as  suggestions  for  the  designs  for  sofa  pillows, 
tiles,  doilies,  table  mats  and  scarfs.  These  were  stencilled 
onto  the  linen  or  other  suitable  material  by  those  who  wished 
to  do  so. 

This  year  studies  in  landscape  composition  were  made  very 
successfully  in  one  room,  certain  elements  being  suggested 
by  the  teacher  and  these  combined  by  the  children  according 
to  the  principles  of  unity,  balance  and  rhythm. 

Some  teachers  have  shown  considerable  skill  in  correlating 
the  drawing  with  language,  geography  and  other  subjects, 
and  villages  have  been  made  on  the  sand  table  representing 
the  Indians  and  Eskimos  while  studying  about  them. 

The  teachers  have  worked  well,  are  interested  and  enthu¬ 
siastic,  the  school  board  has  been  very  generous  in  supplying 
materials,  and  thanks  are  due  the  superintendents  for  their 
hearty  co-operation.

Mr.  John  C ,  Davis ,  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  on  music  in  the 
public  schools.  The  music  in  all  the  schools  is  progressing 
along  the  lines  previously  indicated. 

Of  course  there  is  a  difference  in  results  in  the  several 
schools.  The  attempt  is  made,  however,  to  have  the  general 
results  better  each  year  so  that  the  work  may  be  taken  up 
with  a  higher  aim  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  year. 

The  improvement  has  been  marked  since  the  beginning  of 
the  year  especially  in  the  outlying  schools. 

During  the  past  year  the  public  have  been  able  to  judge  the 
work  for  themselves.  In  the  winter  term  opportunity  was 
given  at  the  several  school  rooms  at  North  and  South  Dighton 
and  again,  in  June,  at  the  graduation  exercises  of  the  gram¬ 
mar  schools. 

I  need  hardly  say  that  the  interest  of  parents  and  friends  is 
sure  to  make  itself  felt.  Visitors  will  be  cordially  welcomed 
by  the  teachers  and  work  in  any  department  of  the  music  will 
be  gladly  shown. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  teachers  for  their  faithfulness  in 
carrying  out  instructions  and  the  Superintendent  and  School 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  co-operation.
